If he 
misses half of the lessons he thus recehes 6/- back, and 
loses 4/- ; if he attends all the lessons he receives 12/-, 
which includes 2/- bonus for good attendance. The 
teacher may possibly find himself slightly out of pocket 
at the end of the course, but absences through weather, 
illness, etc., usually pay the bonuses.
